K6F (op AA5B) QRP Afield, the good and the bad: 


The special callsign attracted some additional QSOs, 
but a lot of people seemed to stumble over it. 


The Field-Day style portable station had an A4 tri-band 
yagi at 30 feet fixed east. Yes, it made me 5 dB louder 
to the east, but 15 dB weaker to the west and probably 
20 dB weaker to the north -- areas where I usually have 
lots of QSOs when QRP camping and contesting with my 
dipoles. 


Because SSB was allowed in the QRP Afield rules this year, 
I gave it a try. Near the MUF (15 meters most of the day), 
my signal seemed to be pretty good but there wasn't much 
activity. Near and after sunset on Saturday, 20 phone was 
very good. Overall, QRP phone is much more painful than CW. 


I needed to be back in Albuquerque Sunday morning, so I 

used up all of my 8 hours of allowed operating time on 

Saturday. I missed out on the Sunday morning session 

(I could've been /p and worked a lot of the QRPA stations 
again), but at least I got a lot of other things done on Sunday. 


The station was in a shallow canyon in Gallup, NM along 
the old Route 66. A 40 mtr dipole 30 feet in the air ina 
canyon isn't as good as my usual setup on a ridge at 
10,600 feet! I had some trouble getting anything but 

the nearby states on 40. 


It seemed that activity in the contest was way down 
compared to last year. Lack of advertising, increase 
in apathy, or just conditions? 


Ended up with 280 QSOs in 8 hours, all on Saturday.

I had one, but returned it because of a defective switch. On the plus side, 
it is very convenient and clever to configure as mentioned. And it is 
exceedingly well built from high-quality components. Plus the people are very 
good to deal with. Downside, FWIW: There isn't much to it, and I do the same 
thing with an MFJ Microphone/TNC switch, which is much cheaper used. As I 
recall, there was an audio lead that wasn't switched by the Rigblaster. It 
would have been in the speaker audio, but I don't remember the details. 


I don't have all the bugs worked out of my setup yet for lack of time to get 
back to that project, but if you do go the MFJ route, you will need an 
attenuator in the microphone circuit (see the DigiPan manual). So far I've 
only copied many stations on PSK31. I'll soon be on the air as well. 72 -

Hi Gang, 


I saw somewhere on the web an idea to place a C or D cell in series with a 
12 v gel cell to boost the voltage output. I am thinking of doing this to 
run my DX70 portable station from my 12 volt 6.5Ah gel cell. 


Can anyone suggest the most appropriate battery (batteries) to use for this 
purpose. I want to be sure that the current capacity is suitable to use in 
series with the gel cell. Would two D cells wired together in parallel be 
enough ? 


I will probably want to run 5 - 10 watts rf out (ok I admit it will be 
mainly ssb at first ! ) I guess peak current drain will be in the order of 3 
amps.

The best solution is to use some good D call nicads which have an Amp Hour 
rating in the vicinity of 4.5 AH. You need to use a little caution when 
putting them in series. Your normal terminal voltage on the gel cell will 
be approximately 13.3 volts. As the cell discharges, down towards 12.6 
volts, you may need to put the additional cells in series, one at a time.. 
Do not exceed the normal maximum voltage on the radio. You will let out the 
"magic smoke" and it won't work any more. 


What you can do as we did in the telephone central offices is to add in the 
additional cells one at a time as the voltage drops to maintain a fixed 
voltage. You could use DPDT toggle switches to do this. 


the 1200 milli amp hours is the maximum capacity of the battery under an 
extended period. The newer Alkaline batteries can stand a heavier discharge 
rate than the Zinc Carbon cells that would build up gas around the carbon 
electrode and "go dead". Depolarizers in the Zinc Carbon cells have made 
them better but can not be used in high current applications. 


The best batteries I have happened upon recently is the Nickel Metal Hydride 
batteries. These maintain a constant voltage in a heavy discharge 


application. In my digital camera, the load is 1.5A during picture 
processing and the AA batteries rated at 1300 mah hold up GREAT! I have not 
seen any D cell NiMh batteries, I do know they are being manufactured 
however. They can be rapid charged and floated indefinitely and self 
discharge rates while standing by is low.

I ran that 5 sloper vertical array from my suburban QTH for about 

a year and half. A wonderful !!! antenna!! Except one needs a mast at 
least 60 ft high to make sense. I took it down only because of 
mechanical problems with the homebrew aluminum mast. The vertical I 
have had up since works ok but is NOTHING in comparison to the K1iWA 
array, even with somewhat incorrect feeding/switching arrangements. 


There have been numerous variants on that system. Try ARRL Antenna 
Compendiums 4, 5, and 6 (especially 4). There are also many useful 
ideas for vertical arrays in the Low-Band DXing book by ON4UN 

(a challenging book but full of good stuff). In particular, he has a 
design for a switched 80m vertical array, 4 elements that could be 
easily adapted for 40m from a fairly short mast. 


As I am in the process of designing and collecting materials for a 
killer 40m system up in Oregon (where there is some space...AAHHH!), 

I have been looking into such ideas. A common system for low band 
DXers and contesters is to put up a 4-square (4 1/4 WV elements spaced 
1/4 WV) and instead of feeding them in the classic way (ala W7EL) to 
use parasitic feed as per the KiWA sloper array you mention. Also 

5 elements could be put on a circle spaced around it. Another 5 el 
configuration (which I am considering) is to have a center vertical 
element fed and four on the corners of a square as parasitic elements. 
Each can be set as Reflector or Director. This arrangement gives 
equivalent of a vertical 3-el yagi in 4 directions (NW,NE,SW,SE, say) 
and two broadside 2 el yagis in the other 4 directions (N,S,W,E). 

This system has been called a 5-square ! by WXOB. (Anyone who has ever 
worked SS or a serious DX contest has crossed with WXOB) I am now 
looking for a published article giving lengths of feedlines for the 
parasitic elements, optimal spacings, etc. I do not yet have NEC 
capability. Does anyone know of details of a functional '5-square'?

It will depend upon your Length of feed and the climatic conditions at your 
QTH.. There is little difference when the lines are clean and dry. But add 
rain and or dirt to the equation and it can be quite another story.. 300 ohm 
lines performance under wet condition deterioate quickly and the same maybe 
true of certian atomospheric polution compounds. Thus this is very much a 
regional issue.. but here in Maine I find the 4500hm stuff better under our 
changing climatic conditions than the 300 ohm twin lead. 


I believe there was someone on this group or the Antenna news group that did 
and actual study of this. 


But as one person has already said try it and report back to us on your own 
conclusions.

Without doubt the best ties are made from nylon and between the black ones 
and the white or natural colored ones, the black is more UV resistant 
because the black pigment acts as a UV absorber, where the lighter color 
ones do not. We all know that anything with a black color heats up much 
faster when left in the sunlight. This happens because black absorbs the 
rays while white reflects them. I guess you could look at the black 
material as a UV ray sink where the radiation is dispersed throughout the 
material instead of being concentrated on the surfaces. 


I'm no chemist, but have worked for years with black nylon in several 
different forms and have found that this characteristic is true in other 
applications away from tie wraps also.

Guys, there has been some flap on here about group buys and club 
fundraisers. Now let me warn you in case you don't know, I am one of the 
cofounders of NorCal along with Jim Cates. So, I have a prejudiced view you 
might say, or you might also say that I know what I am talking about. 
Anyway, let's cut to the chase. 


Some groups, such as NorCal, NJQRP, Ft. Smith, Az. ScQRPions, North Georgia 
QRP have fund raisers and group projects. When we do these, we try to offer 
a good deal to QRPers, and we also raise funds to put on our various events. 
NorCal has Pacificon, NJQRP has Atlanticon, Ft. Smith has Arkiecon, and Az. 
ScQRPions have Ft. Tuthill. It costs money to put on those events. Pure 
and simple. NorCal, NJQRP and Ft. Smith pay for speakers to fly in and pay 


for their lodging. It is how they attract world class speakers, and I think 
that you have to agree that these events have attracted excellent speakers. 
Ft. Tuthill is unique in that the guys seem to come to this event on their 
own, and the guys don't have to front the expense money. But they still 
have expenses associated with their event. 


We at NorCal started Pacificon with the idea that it was a way to get rid of 
excess funds generated by our projects and QRPp. Jim and I agreed at the 
beginning that we would give back to QRP every penny of profit generated by 
the various activities that we do. And we have. Our record speaks for 
itself. So does NJQRP, Ft. Smith, North Georgia QRP and Az. ScQRPions. ALL 


Now there is a discussion about how much NJQRP is charging for pens. 

Another group has decided to do the same project at a lower price. This is 
a free country guys, and you have to look at the two groups and decide which 
one you will support. On the one hand you have NJQRP, they do QRP 
Homebrewer, provide kits, a website, Atlanticon, many activities, a very 
active group. I can see where the "extra money" goes. Let's look at their 
offer. $5 for one pen, postage paid. It is going to cost $1 to mail the 
pen. The pen costs them $1.90 plus foreign shipping, so I would say it will 
cost them about $2.25 to $2.50 per pen. They are going to make $1.75 to 
$1.50 per pen, and there will be 100 pens sold, maximum "profit" for the 
club of $150 to $175. Not unreasonable considering their risk, fronting the 
money, etc. Note that they are fronting the money. But, there is something 
else to consider here. If you order more than 1 pen, or order with another 
NJQORP kit, the cost is $3 per pen!! Now that means that their "profit" is 
now down to $.50 to $.75 per pen, hardly a financial windfall. Looks to me 
like the average is going to be about $1 profit per pen, or $100. This will 
go towards funding the club activities. Nothing wrong at all that I can 
see. The buyer is getting a fair deal, and the club makes a few bucks, but 
they take the big risk, front the money, and do the work. 


Lets look at the VQS offer. 

We will buy (Once we get close to 100 orders), 100 
light pens for $1.90 each (Plus whatever shipping 
charge it'll cost us).

No club that I 
know of has extra kits laying around. Why? Because they are a great 
bargain, a good buy, and people recognize this. They also recognize where 
the “extra profit" goes. Back to QRP. Look at the groups doing these 
things. It is obvious that they are pouring the money back into QRP and 
then some. Every kit or project that I know of has countless hours of 


unpaid time and donations of money and parts by the designers. It is the 
way it works. 


Let me end by saying that I support Club kits and offers. I like them. 
Good value for the buyer (me) and a good way to finance the club activities 
(them) . I also respect the right of groups like VQS to sell pens.

If they are ordinary honey bees, you can work around them in 
the dawn and dusk with no problem, especially if the weather 
is a bit nippy (below 55 degrees F. or so). I'm not saying put 
your foot in the nest, but they stop flying at dusk and huddle 
into a tight mass in the nest to keep warm. 


If you really need to get the bees out of the tree completely, 
try contacting someone in your area who keeps bees. They 

usually will have suitable equipment to do the job, though 

at this time of year a captured swarm is of little value so they 
may not be interested or may ask a fee for the task. 


We needed to bore some "escape" holes in our beehives 

last week. Waited until just after dawn when the nighttime 
temp was down in the 40s, ran out and drilled four 3/4 inch 
holes. Not a peep out of the bees. If we'd tried that in 
mid-afternoon at 65 degrees, it would have been another 
story entirely. 


If you wait until it is below freezing, you can do just about 
anything you want. If the bees try to fly then, they don't get 
far before their muscles freeze up and they just fall to the 
ground.

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What a pleasant day we had. 


Paul AK1P and I (K1MG) finally got our act together about noon on Saturday, 
and picked nearby Sanborn County Park in the hills above Silicon Valley for 
our QRP Afield outing. We drove up and were surprised to find a beautiful 
grassy glade near the parking lot with picnic tables and a few trees for 
shade and natural antenna supports, elevation 1500ft. Although we were 
surrounded with ridges on all four sides, we were high enough up that the 
takeoff angle from our antenna wasn't too bad. The weather was perfect, 
sunny and about 80 degrees. 


We carefully checked the sun angle and chose a picnic table situated in the 
shade directly between two medium sized trees. After hauling in all the 
radio gear, we set to erecting my 20 meter dipole in the trees. Aftera 
"few" attempts, I managed to swing a line over both trees, and we hauled up 
the dipole to about 25 or 30 feet. It took about a minute more to set up 
the DSW20 and we were on the air. 


First QSO was Brian K7RE, who had a booming signal. We worked just about 
everyone we heard, but it seems that participation was a little lower this 
year -- or maybe the surrounding ridges took their toll. After a while we 
ran out of stations to work on 20 and we tried 15 and 40. There we used 
both a PW1 vertical and a ZM2 to feed the 20 meter dipole as a "T" top 
loaded vertical. Although it may have been our compromise antenna, we found 
very little activity on 40 and 15, and managed only one QSO each. We did 
hear Jim KK6MC on 40, but he QSYed back to 20 before we could catch him. We 
had fun switching bands, antennas, and rigs to see what would work best. 

The rigs were my DSW20 and K2, and Paul's Sierra. All three worked very 
well. We ran 1.5 watts with the DSW, 1.5 to 2 watts with the Sierra, and 5 
or 3 watts with the K2 (to save batteries). It didn't seem to make any 
difference how much power we ran; we managed to work ‘em all. 


It was nice to hear so many familiar calls, including a few mobiles like 
N2CX and AD6A. 


After an hour, my wife and daughter joined us with a picnic lunch. Most of 
the day we had the whole park pretty much to ourselves, but we did have one 
group visit us briefly, a young lady and her two kids, all naturists (That 
means NO bikinis, Doug). I'1l leave the details for the photos. 


As the sun dipped below the mountain ridge to the west, we figured we had 
had enough fun, and packed everything up. The nice thing about QRP field 


operations is how easy it is to set up and tear down. 


Final score was 43, with about 15 SPCs from Florida and Rhode Island to 


Washington and California. Total operating time was a litte less than five 
hours, including lunch. 


So we finished off a very pleasant day with a glass of Napa Cabernet -- QRP 
Afield, California style.

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I have had very good luck with 300-Ohm line that has the slots cut out 
like the 450-Ohm stuff. 


450-Ohm - Single copper wire. Usually brown in color. Breaks easily. 
I have tuned up with both conductors disconnected from the antenna! 
Maybe with the EmTech ladder-line grabber it may stay up longer. 


300-Ohm "KW" slotted - multiple strands, very strong, thinner, easier to 
route into the shack, stays up a lot longer. Mine is black. 


One advantage of a loop antenna (or a folded dipole) is that you can 
measure continuity and determine if there is a break in the line. Don't 
forget to disconnect the balun first before checking continuity.
